NUMBER 1. 

JOINT RESOLtrrlON ratifying the amendment to the Constitution of the 
United Statel aboliflhing Slavery. 

WHEREAS, The Oongress of the United States has proposed to 
the several States the following amendment to the Federal Oon­
stitution, viz: 

"ARTIOLE XIII. 

" SEOTION 1. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, except 
88 a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall have been 
dul.y convicted, shall exis~ within the United States or any place 
subject to their jurisdiction. , 

" SE~. II. Oongress shall have power to enforce this Article by 
appropriate legislation." 

Therefore, . 
Be it Resowed by tM General .A8sembly of eM State of IO'UJa, 

That the State of Iowa, by its Legislature, hereby ratifies and 
a88ents to said Amendment. . .

NUMBER 2. 

~HIRTY-SEVENTH REGIMXNT-INFANTRY. 

·WHEREAS, the 37th Regiment Iowa Volunteer Infantry were in 
the military service nearly three years, and all that time doing 
arduous and useful duty for their country; and 
, Whereas, A portion of said regiment were discharged for disa­
bility, and were paid the full bounty promised them, whilst those 
remaining until the rebellion was crushed received no bounty, but 
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instead the installment of ,25; received as bounty money when 
they were mustered iu'to the service, was deducted from their pay; 
therefore, . . 

Be it R68:J1/ved b,!/ tM General A88embly of Iowa, That 
our Representatives m Congress be requested and our Sena­
tors instructed to use their utmost endeavors to procure the passage 
of an act giving those noble men bounties equal to any other vol­
unteers. 

2d. That a copy of this Resolution be forwarded by the Secre­
tary of State to each of our Senators and Representatives in Con­
gress, at the earliest practicable period.

BINDING AND DISPOSAL OF PUBLIO DOOUMENT8. 

Re80Zveil by the Gen.eraJ, A88embly of th.6 State of Iowa, That 
all public docnments, inoluding printed reports of committees, 
pubHshed by either branch of the General Assembly, be placed 
m the hands of the Secretary of State by the State Printer or 
Binder, and that he-retain in liis own possession 300 copies of each 
published in the English language, and shall furnish to each 1l,Iem­
ber of the 11th General Assembly one bound copy of the same, 
including also the reports and documents mentioned in Chapter 
114 of the Acts of the Tenth General Assembly, and that the 
Secretary of State .dispose of the balance of said bound volume8 
as provided for in said Chapter 114. .
